1 . Per Applicants' request, the Examiner cites the N1646 reference in the attached 
PTO-892 for the clarity in the record. The Examiner also noted some typos in the Office Action 
mailed previously on 1/19/2007. Claim 64 was cancelled and should be excluded in all of 
rejection list. With the present Notice of Allowance, the error caused by the typo is corrected 
implicitly. 

2. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 
CFR 1.312.

Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance 

3. Claim 64 is canceled by the applicants. 

4. Claims 1-63 and 65-70 (now renumbered as 1-69, respectively) are allowed. 

The examiner's statement of reasons for allowance for Claims 1-6 has already been given 
in Office Action paper #3 mailed on 2/14/2001 . 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. The prior art fails to 
teach the methods of Claims 1, 19, 31, and 38, the system of Claims 49, and the computer 
program product of Claim 63 which specifically comprise the following features in combination 
with other limitations: 

— recited feature related to lossless wavelet decomposition; 

— as recited, a data stream based upon the decomposition and tessellation, wherein the 
data stream comprises a plurality of data storage blocks, each data storage block including a 
respective address tag that uniquely identifies the plurality of spatially-equivalent sub-band 
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blocks, wherein each respective address tag is stored within its data storage block to enable 
individual identification and retrieval of specific data storage blocks; 

— receiving a request for at least a portion of the data stream corresponding to an area of 
interest of an image to be displayed to a client as recited; 

— providing a reference option to the client and receiving from the client an input 
indicative of a desire to reference mark the area of interest: and 

— reference marking the area of interest in response to the client input to facilitate later 
retrieval and/or analysis of the marked area of interest.
